The duty to disclose information exists with respect to each pending claim until the claim is canceled 
or wiAdrawn from consideration, or the appUcation becomes abandoned. Information material to the patentability of a claim that is 
canceled or withdrawn from consideration need not be submitted if the information is not material to the patentability of any claim 
remammg under consideration in the application. There is no duty to submit information which is not material to the patentability of any 
existmg claim. The duty to disclose all information known to be material to patentability is deemed to be satisfied if aU information known 
to be material to patentability of any claim issued in a patent was cited by the Office or submitted to the Office in the manner prescribed by 
1.97(b)-(d) and 1 .98.
